The Purpose of SET 


1. To find out the strengths and weaknesses of the Amateur Radia 
Emergency Service (ARES), National Traffic System (NTS), Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service (RACES) and other groups in providing emergency 
cammunicationgs. 


2. TO provide a public demonstration - to served agencies such as Red 
Cross, Civil Preparedness, Salvation Army, etc, and through the news 
mMadia~ of the value to the public that Amateur Radio provides, 
particularly in time of need. 


3. To help radio Amateurs gain experience in communications using 
standard procedures and a variety of modes under simulated emergency 
canditians. 


Test messages should carry the word "TEST" before the precedence; 
@.g.,y Test Priority on phone and TEST F on CW. The text of such 
Messages should also begin with the words, "TEST MESSAGE." However, the 
word "TEST" is not used in conjunction with Routine messages. Such 
Nhessages are routine whether specifically for SET or not.
